All thefe were placed in their proper Seats re- 
{peftively, according to their Ranks,. 

Every one having taken bis Place, the firft Pre- 
fident taking off his Cap, in ordeg to {peak, the 
Duke da Maine and the Count de Touloufe, rofe 
and went behind the Bar: Then the firlt Pré- 
fident faid, Meffieurs, the King having command- 
ed his Procurator-General and me, to attend lat 
Sunday at Marly, there ro receive his Orders ; we 
went thither about Noon ; and after his Majefty 
had dined we were introduced to him in his Clo. 
fet, 

The King did us the Honour to tell us, that 
after moft mature Refle@ion, be had refolved to 
change the Rankwof the Duke du Maine and of 
the Count de Touloafe, and of their Male Chil- 
dren born or to be born in lawful Marriage ; to 
put them upon a Level in all things with the Princes 
of the Blood; that it was his Will they fhould 
have Right to take their Seats in Parliament at 
the Age of 15 Years, éven though they fhou'd nox 
have any Peerage, as is done by the Princes of 
the Blood 5 that fhould not take any Oath ; 
that they fhould pafs crofs the Parquet of the Grand 
Chamber; that in taking them Suffrages they 
fhould not be called to by Name 5 in aWord, that 
his Mind was we fhould render the fame Honours 
here to them as to the Princes of the Blood, with- 


out excepting acy.

Us to the Crown the Duke du Maine, the Count 

¢ Touloufe, and their Male Defcendants, after 
all che Princes of the Blood Royal: That before 
the diawing up of this Edi&to prefent-it to the 
Court, the King had done them the Honour to 
fend for them to Marly, to acquaint them himfelf 
with his lotentions, and give them his Orders on 
this Subje& ; that they received thofe Orders with 
all due Refpeét, and told him that a Difpofition 
of this Nature was of fo great Confequence, that 
they did not doubt he had made all the Refle€ions 
onat that his ptofound Wifdom could fuggeft to 
him ; and that befides, if Merit gave a Right to 
the Crown, nonce could afpire to st more jultly, if 
the Princes of the Blood fhould fail, than thofe 
whom he had honoured with his Choice. 

That the King had done them the Honour to 
fay to them, that the Refolution be had taken was 
not fo much the Effedt of his AffeGtion for Princes 
fo worthy of his moft tender Regards, as of his 
Love far tis People, and of a juft Forefight and 
Care of Futurity. 

That after the Lofs of fo many Princes of the 
Blood Royal, which bad taught brm that the moft 


deplorable and leat likely Everts were not im 
fible, 


he had judged that Prudence required he 
fhould look forward to what might happen in his 


Ki m, if God fhould take from France even 
the lah Hopes of an Howle which he has preferved 


for fo many Ages s that for preventi ¢ Difi-n-
